A n idea of the m a g n itu d e of the deficit 
m a y be gleaned from the weekly bulletin of the A m e ric a n Institute 
of Finance. 
T h e bulletin says that “ this c o u n tr y is o p e ra tin g on a 
deficit which is larger than that of any o th e r three leading industrial 
nations c o m b in ed .
